members of the senate and house. 


The senators 
ana 
representatives 


voted to meet in joint convention in the 
house chamber's at 2 o'clock today and 
listen to United States Senator Georere 
F. Hoar, who was some time aso in- 
vited to address the legislature on this 
day. 


The attendance was large and the do- 


• mand tor seats was far greater than 


i the capacity of the chamber. Many 
distinguished persons were present. 


Admission was by ticket only and 


each senator and" representative was 
supplied with rio more than one ticket. 


Senator Hoar began,speaking at 2.27 


o'clock. 


He sDoke for an hour ana and was 


greeted with tremendous applause. 


Senator Hoar's Addrccc, 


Sentor Hoar said in aart: 
Your invitation comes to me alike as 


a high honor and a command not to be 
disobeyed, I seem, as I' speak to this 
assembly^ to be speaking to the com- 
monwealth herself, here in1 her stately 
palace1. In gracious bodly presence. To 
a. son of Massachusetts there can be no 
earthly honor greater than that she 
can confer, and no mandate save that 
of the count'ry alone \vhteh can speajc 
with so "great authority. The faithful 
servant does his master most honor 
when he gives fearless, even if un- 
welcome council. lRie gracious master 
honors that servant above all others to 
whose good will and affection he per- 
mits the freest and the plainest speech. 


This day1 has a double significance- It 


is the birthday cf our great martyr- 
presiderit. It is near the beginning of 
your first session in the new century. 
This house, I °uppose, is the'oldest leg- 
islative body en earth representing a 
free people, save only the house of com- 
mons and perhaps the Virginia house 
ofl burgesses. Whether we are to dwell 
wholly on the life and teachings of 
Abraham LinroW and to see how near 
we have followed or how far we have 
drifted away from the path he marked 
oul for us, or "whether we are to lake 
the census of what has been gained for 
humanity in one of the "periods by 
which history is reckoned, our thoughts 
are not unlikely to turn into the same 
channels. Freed"m, self government, 
justice, the welflare of humanity were 
the great things for which Lincoln lived 
and for -which Lincoln died. Freedom. 
self-governmPnt, justice, t}ie welfare of 
humanity are still the tests by which 
we mark the progress of the nation anld 
the race. 


1 have sometimes thought that we 


might improve somewhat our method 
of celebrating the birthdays of our 
heroes and statesmen who have de- 
parted. Instead of inviting some living 
orator let us, as near as may be, in- 
vite the man himself to the celebration, 
If the people are considering some 
question involving the public welfare 
or the fate of the republic, or what, if 
not the same thing, are higher and 
dearer yet, the honor and the con- 
science of the republic, let some faith- 
ful searcher gather everything the man 
we would honor has left us on that 
subject in the way of example or of 
precept. 
If the question be whether 


•WP shall enter on a career^ of foreign 
dominion, let us celebrate Washington's 
birthday by recalling what he said on 
that subject. If the question be what 
constitutes lawful reason for war, or 
what is the duty of good citizenship 


when the country is in a war in which 
it is wrong, 'or whether it be lawful for 
one people to subdue another to ita 
will, whether there can be taxation 
rightfully 
without 
representation, 


whether it be lawful to hold men in a 
state who are subjects and not citi- 
zens; would It not be well, on Abra- 
ham Lincoln's birthday, to gather 
everything he said on those subjects, 
and what he did when charged 
with 


public responsibilities? In that way 
every generation will still live, and 
Webster and Sumner and Sam Ad- 
ams and John Adams may still always 
be present on this spot with which 
they were so familiar in life, still sit- 
ting, still deliberating, still debating, 


The keynote of the 
constitutional 


history of Masachusetts, from 
the 


landing of the Puritans to this hour, 
has been a people's government by its 
sober second thought. So while spasms 
of ptopular feeling have swept over the 
state, it is gratifying to record that 
they have borne little fruit of mischief. 
People who have for a time broken 
away from party ties, 
have been 


brough back to sobriety and wisdom 
by party instrumentality. 
To every 


people into whose government any- 
thing of freedom enters, government 
by party is a necessity. In proportion 
as governments are free, the necessity 
of party government becomes greater. 
Responsible party 
government is a 


highly conservative force in a republic. 
It demands leadership. But it demands 
also consultation, deliberation and fol- 
lowing leadership. But the sense of 
party obligations which puts party 
spirit above public spirit and gives bit- 
terness not only to the discussions of> 
public affairs but to private and so- 
cial intercourse, is doubtless one of 
the greatest of public evils. I rejoice 
to believe that within the last s cen- 
tury it has largely diminished and 
seems 
almost 
wholly 
disappearing 


from Massachusetts. This has perhaps 
brought with it some loss of steadfast- 
ness and constancy. 
But, on the 


whole, it is a great gain. I think that 
the spirit of what is called partisan- 
ship in the bad meaning of the word 
is less in this commonwealth than in 
any other spot 'on the earth's surface, 
and is less in this commonwealth to- 
day than it was ever before. 


Our ancestors two centuries ago en- 


countered arJJ sometimes yielded to 
the temptations which belonged to a 
time wmch had r.ot yet thrown off the 
superstitions of the dark ages. We have 
gained much in the matter of reiieious 
freedom. Within my recollection, Abner 
Kn««land was put on his trial in Bos- 
ton flor blasphemy for a temperate ar- 
gument against the prevalent Christ- 
Ian faith. .The -rules of the Ursuline 
convent were still standing on yonder 
hill in Charlestown, when I was a stu- 
dent In Harvard. Down, I think, to 1850 
or thereabout, the legislature refused 
a charter to the Catholic college of the 
Holy Cross at Worcester I yield to no 
man in reverence for the mighty Pur- 
itans who builded this state and laid 
deep below ths frosts its solid founda- 
tions in religion and liberty. I reverence 
also the great generations that follow- 
ed the war of the revolution and sent 
her predecessors to this spot to gain for 
Massachusetts the title of the "model 
commonwealth." I am their offscrins 
in every line ofi descent. But I believe 
that the spirit of religious freedom is 
purer in our time than it was in theirs.

HE WAS OFFERED $1,000,000 


To Ceas« Attacks ou Company of 


Whlcb Whitney Waa the Head — 
Alleged Illegal Exchange of Notes 
of a Doubtful Character 


Boston, Feb. 12.—Thomas W. Law- 


nn made bis appearance before the 
committee on rules at tlie state house 
yesterday to support Representative 
NtcPhersou's gas order. 
His address, 


Which was Typewritten, was a tirade 
against Henry M. Whitney, whom he 
r-harged with building up a machine to 
Intluence legislation. 
Mr. Lawson de- 


nounced Mr. Whitney and the com- 
panies in which he is interested, and 
bitterly arraigned their linaacial meth- 
ods. 


The hearing was one of the most in- 


leresljng from a spectacular standpoint 
that has ever been held in the state' 
house, for it brought face to face two of 
the leading financiers of the city, who, 
only five years ago, joined hands in get- 
ting through the legislature a stupen- 
dous gas measure, but who today are 
enemies. 


Very little of what might be called 


Substantial evidence was brought out, 
for Mr. Lawson, who was the only 
Witncss, read a long address in tlie na- 
ture of an indictment of Mr. Whitney 
and his methods, every word of which 
lie said was true. 
On tbis statement, 


he asked the committee to order an in- 
vestigation, assuring the committee that 
they would find every oue o£ his charges 
verified when they coiue to examine the 
books of the New England Gas and 
Cjo_ke company, the leading Whitney en- 
terprise. 
Tbis latter company, bein£ 


In the nature of a private corporation or 
partnership, is not amendable to tl^e 
laws govering corporations in this state, 
Riid every effort to examine the books 
Las been strongly opposed. 


Mr. Lawson read his statement In the 


most dramatic manner, much to the 
amusement of the dense throng, who 
ppplauded many of his strong points. 
He was examined at some length as to 
the evidence, but reiterated his plen 
for the committee to believe his state- 
ments, and to verify them by opening 
the books of the coke company, the 
power to do which he claims rests solely 
With the Ipo-tslattire. 


Mr. Lawson, however, paid particular 


attention to the sensational ch'arge of 
Representative McPherson of Framiug- 
hain, who introduced the gas order, 


I that an item of 91,000,000 appeared on 


j the books of the coke company for legis- 


lative purposes. 
On being asked to 


j substantiate this charge, Mr. Lawson 


i said that a director in the coke com- 


pany had told him tliaCt-hat amount ha.d 
been voted by the board, to bo paid in 
stock to Mr. Lawson If he would cease 
his attacks on the Whitney companies. 


An amusing controversy toolt place 


between Mr. Lawson and his-counsel, 
as to whelhc.r the, director's .name 
should be furnished, the former at first 
declining to sive it. But b,eing liaeked 
up by his counsel in this decision, Mr. 
Lawson suddenly changed his mind and 
agreed to give the name. 
Before he 


could "do so, the hearing took another 
turn, ana the interesting incident was 
forgotten. 


As to tlie ?1,000,000 item"," Mr. Lawson 


said he knew that it was charged off to 
him on the books of the coke company, 
but that he had never received it. 


The committee then took up the other 


charge of- Mr. HcPherson, that, the dif- 
ferent gas companies had been ex- 
changing notes illegally, and that some 
of the baukr, of the state held these se- 
curities, which, it was claimed, were of 
a doubtful character. 


Mr. Lawson said he knew of nu- 


merous instances where notes had been 
made by the companies for 
larjre 


amounts, one for §50,000, which had 
been discounted by his own firm. He 
did not know what disposition hart been 
made of tlie proceeds. 
He said no 


formerly considered tlieir notes good, 
but an 
adverse 
legal 
opinion had 


vhanged his mind regarding them. 


In conclusion, Mr. Law&on told the 


committee that the reason he continued 
his attacks upon Mr. Whi tney was be- 
cause he considered the gas companies 
were being run on bad principles, aurl 
in many eases fraudulent methods were 
| psed. • His language iu this respect was 
particularly severe. 


Mr. Whitney made a brief rejoinder 


In which he denied all Mr. Lawsou's 
statements, after which the hearing 
closed. 


The committee will meet soon to act 


on the investigation order, but in any 
'event can ouly report to tlie house, rec- 
ommending or opposing a gas investiga- 
tion.

He was educaled at Paris 


where he was pursuing his studies wbei

of Servia. was assassinated in 1SGS

claimed priuce of Serria. On Aug. 22 
1872, he was crowned. 


In alliance with Montenegro aui 


backed and aided by Russia, he begau; 
war for independence from Turkey soo: 
after, but tbe Servian army was dibits 
trously beaten, and only tbe iiitcrposi 
tion of the powers saved Servia fron 
Turkish vengeance. Tbe friendship of 
tbe powers was weakened by Milan, 01 
Sept. 16, 1S7C, causing bimself to b' 
proclaimed king of Servin.

Iho French capital. lie was married 
ou Oct. 17.1S73, to Natalie Kechko, Ibe 
daughter of a Russian officer. 


Tho royal couple proved an ill-assort- 


ed pair, and for years tlieir domestic 
quarrels were tbe talk of the capitals 
of Europe.

S^b« Awful Roait They Get Front mm 


KnscIUh Dramatic Critic. 


Take the harmless, necessary operation 


«f sharing, says William Archer, in a let- 
ter to the New York T:mes. IB a good 
English barber's shop it is a brief and 
not unpleasant procesjjr Iii an American 
"touBorlal parlor" it is a lingering and 
.costly torture. One of the many reasons 
which lead me to regard the Americana 
aa a leisurely people, rather than a nation 
of hustlers, is tke patience with which 
they submit to the long drawn tyranny 
of the barber. In England one grudges 
five minutes for a shave, and one pays 
from 4d to OS. In America one can hard- 
ly escape in 25 minutes, and one pays 
(with the executioner's tip) from a shil- 
ling to 15d. The charge would be by no 
means excessive Jf one enjoyed all the 
endless'processes to which cue is sub- 
jected, but for my part I would wiilingly 
pay double to escape them. 


The essential portion of the business, ' 


the actual shaving, is, as a rule, badly 
performed, with a heavy hand and with 
a good deal of needless pawing about of 
the patient's head. But when the shave 
is over the horrors are only beginning. .

"One reads so many stories about ani- 


mal intelligence that it would be hazard- 
ous for a doubter to express his disbelief 
in almost any gathering of men at the 
present day," remarked a well known 
western physician. "A little instance 
came within my own observation a num- 
ber of years ago, when I "was studying 
medicine, that comvinced me that the 
members of the horse family should at 
least be credited with the possession of 
a very considerable amount of reasoning 
power.

and remarked with enthusiasm, "Ah, the 
Greeks, they were a brave people," a 
speech which he made always with tbe 
same warmth at the ^gpmmencement ot 
each succeeding lesson. If I have yet an 
undue amount of admiration for the an- 
ciants to the prejudice of the moderns, it 
may be attributed to Monsieur Gigon's 
persevering inculcation. 


He was a very painstaking, patient in- 


structor, plowing through the same phrase 
with me half a dozen times, to be sure 
that I had caught the exact sense of it, 
and encouraging me often when he felt 
that I had at last mastered it by exclaim- 
ing with uplifted pale eyes, "La Fon- 
taine. Racine and Beranger, they were 
the perfect writers." 


If my lessons were finished within the 


hour, ne sometimes hud b'uoit tuik.s about 
Mexico, where Monsieur Gigon bad 
learned Spanish. He spoke of that coun- 
try with quite the experienced air of a 
great traveler, though it seems that it was 
the solitary voyage be had made in his 
life besides the passage from Bordeaux 
to America.

Trench, American "or" Mexican,"" from 
which I inferred, lonely bachelor as he 
was, that toy professor, true to His na- 
tion, was a nniversalist in his admiration 
oi tbe fair sex. 


One morning when I entered the clans- 


room, on whose shelves among the dusty 
books T bf»gan often to see small red vials 
now, I found Monsieur Gijjon before the 
table, apparently jotting down hiero- 
siypnlcs is a small notebook and with a 
pile ot new looking clan books before 
him. 


"I* be a» Egyptian scholar, too?" I 


asked myself as I laid my copy, of "Iphi- 
genie" unon the table. 


He looked up in some confusion, then 
1, doffed his cap and htiU: "Mademoi- 


selle finds roe at my studies this morning. 
I ain learning stenography." 


"SowethiDB harder than French?' I in- 


quired. 


"Oh, not so very difficult. I have been 


not always s>o easy to get French and 
Spanish scholars, and It does not pay 
very well, then. Now, this stenography 
pays very well, they tell me, and mnny 
people are learning it these days. It is 
the thing to learn, you know. Now, in a 
few more weeks, when I shall kaow it 
better, perhaps I shall be able to form a 
class and teach it." 


He did net look at me as be thus laid 


bare this perilous ambition of his, but 
straightened himself proudly in his chair 
nnd began to search for the second scene 
of the third act in "Iphigenie." Monsieur ' 
Gigon might be given to the weakness of , 
the repetition of his sentiments on mnt- I 
ters in general, but tkis was tbe first time 
in our acquaintance that he had ever al- 
lowed me to catch a glimpse of his real 
circumstances. This had happened by 
inadvertence now, for I had come in 
some minutes before my hour. Otherwise 
his books would hare been on the shelf 
and he waiting to receive me, wearing an 
air of having nothing in this world to do 
but devote bis mind to commentaries on 
Racine's verses.

I fancy that 1 was really his 
only permanent scholar, though he spoke 
vaguely of a young man whose "devoirs" 
he corrected at leisure moments. 


The lesson went rather badly. He did 


not care at all when I construed an im- 
perfect tense for a past definite one—un- 
heard of indifference on his part. 
At 


last, with many an apology, he took down 
one of the little red vials from a shelf and 
swallowed part of its contents, then, turn- 
ing to me, with a pathetic quaver in his 
dry old voice, he said: "C'as conte cher! 
You do not know how that costs, my 
dear!" 


After that there was no atempt to pro- 


ceed with the lesson. I attempted to say 
a few little things by way of farewell 
words and spoke of the near future when 
Monsieur Gigon's class in stenography 
would no longer be a dream, but a re- 
ality. 


He looked blankly at me when I said 


this and shook his head. "There are so 
many of those signs to learn in the 
stenography," he said—"so. many. One 
never finishes with them. And I"— A 
strange, gray pallor spread over his leath- 
ery old face. I arose to go. It seemed 
too pitiful to stand there and see that 
proud old soul come at last to an ac- 
knowledgment of its weaknesses to an- 
other person. 


"And I," he continued, straightening 


himself and looking out past the. sea of 
red housetops, "I see the bell towers of 
the other world yonder."

THE SPEAKER ONE OF THE MOST 


POWERFUL ENGLISH OFFICIALS.

Ill* Authority In the British Parlia- 


ment aa« How It Mar He Exerted. 
The HauBcr la Wllicb He 1st Blret. 
ed—Taklae the Chair. 
The speaker of the house of commons 


is one of the most powerful personages 
of the British empire. For the latter is 
governed by parliament, representing the 
will of the people, add by ministers of 
itatc, representing tbe majority of votes 
in the national legislature, and it is the 
speaker v.-ko is the authority over pailia- 
ment—tfcat is to stiy, over the most im- 
portant part thereof—namely, the house 
of convene. He can suspend a member, 
he can stop the prime minister on a point 
of procedure, he can close a debate, he 
can decide tbe most momentous constitu- 
tional questions by a few words spoken 
in private conference behind the chair, he 
can overrule the cabinet ou points nhich 
may bs vital to its policy and which may 
either eahance or discredit the authority 
in the house, and it is he alone who de- 
cides who is te speak and who is to re- 
main silent. No secretary of state, not 
even the trst lord of the treasury, who 
holds the title of "leader of the house," is 
able to speak in parliament without hav- 
ing obtained the permission of "the first 
commoner In the laud" by means of the 
peculiar process known as "catching the 
speaker's eye." 


There is »o optic in the world that has 


played so important a part in history as 
the "eye" ef the speaker. Its power and 
rights are not based on any written law, 
but on long established custom and tradi- 
tion. Often several members rise in their 
places at once,'endeavoring to arrest the 
wandering optic of the speaker, and it is 
then free to that august functionary to 
make his selection ncd to indicate the 
member who has his permission to speak. 
While he generally concedes priority to 
newcomers who ere about to address the 
house fer the first time, yet he is so im- 
partial in the performance of this partic- 
ular duty that, within the memory of the 
present generation at any rate, no speak- 
er of the heuse of commons has been tax- 
ed with unfairness. 


The manner in which the speaker is 


elected at the opening of a new parlia- 
ment is as follows: On the day appointed 
by royal proclamation for the meeting of 
the newly elected legislature the members 
assemble in the bouse of commons, the 
Speaker's chair remaining empty and the 
nfhce of office being under instead of ou 
the table. A few minutes after 2 o'clock 
r~thnt is the usual hour for the ceremony 
—the doorkeeper announces "Black Rod," 
and the lattet who is UH> principal execu- 
tive ofEcitl of the hou»f of lords, enters 
and with a number of bows to the speak- 
er's empty chair icvii.es "this honorable 
house" to repair "to another place" to 
hear the reewng ef the royal commission 
by means of which parliament is opened. 
He then retires, bowing thrice, and is fol- 
lowed by the cfiief clerk of the house of 
commons, a queen's counsel, wearing the 
wig, the silk robes, the queer fashioned 
coat, black fence breeches and silk stock- 
ings of hia ofice, and by most ef the mem- 
bers ef parliament, wuo take up their po- 
sition at the bar ef tbe house of lords and 
listen to the reading of the commission 
opening tke new parliament. Tbe royal 
comntissteaers, consisting of the lord 
high chancellor tad four ether peers, ar- 
rayed ia the scarlet and ermine barred 
robes of their remk, are seated in a line 
on the woolsack in front of the throne. 
At the coueluaion of the reading of the 
sovereign's message the commons flock 
back to tbe lower chamber. After they 
have takea their placet the clerk of tho 
bouse, sitting at the table below the 
speaker's empty chair, rises rfbd silently 
points three fingers at the chief represent- 
ative of tho administration, known as the 
leader of the house. Tbe latter thereupon 
rises and proposes the election to tbe 
speakership o' «ome candidate whose 
name has usually been already agreed 
upon jointly by the leaders of the admin- 
istration party and of the opposition, the 
chief of the latter, in accordance with 
time honored usage, seconding the nomi- 
nation. 


Seldem—certainly not within the mem- 


ory ot the pwseat generation—has there 
been a full fledged contest for tbe office 
of speaker. iTer the government party, 
conscious of its numerical superiority, al- 
ways endeavors to secure a candidate 
who will be acceptable to the minority, so 
that tbrre may be no question as to the 
impartiality of the chair. It has often 
bappeaed that the- speaker, by the wish 
and consent of the party in power, has 
been selected frem tke ranks of the oppo- 
sition. If there is ae objection raised to 
the candidate thus nominated, the clerk 
of tke house, after tbe lapse of two min- 
utes as indicated by tke sandglass on tho 
table before him, arises from his seat at 
the table a*d, without uttering a word, 
points three fingers at the nominee. The 
latter then rises from his seat and, ad- 
dressing tke clerk of tke house by name, 
expresses his appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon him, requesting that be 
may hare" the support of every member, 
"without which the speaker can do noth- 
ing, but having which there is iittle he 
cannot do." 
As soon as be has concluded his little 


address the leader ef the government 
smiles across the body of the house to the 
leader of tke opposition, whereupon both 
arise from their places and conduct the 
speaker elect to tbe speaker's chair. 
(Standing before the latter under its can- 
opy and facing the chair, he beckons to 
tbe sergeant-at-erms, who, taking the 
mace of ofice from beneath the table, 
places it on the Utter, tbe members on 
both sides ef the bouse having risen to 
tbeir feet. As SOOB as the mace has been 
placed OB the table tbe speaker, no longer 
"elect." bat duly inducted, gives a signal 
to tbe members to reseat themselves. 
Then the leader of the government party 
delivers a brief speech of congratulation, 
in response to which the speaker "unre- 
servedly places himself in the bands of 
the house." Then as people are just be- 
grinninr to wonder what will happen next 
the spetker rises again and in his official 
voice—a distinctly different and more au- 
thoritative organ than that employed dur- 
ing tbe earlier proceedings—exclaious, 
"The question is that this bouse will Ww 
•djourn." No objection keiag taken, the 
speaker leaves the chair, and when he 
next resumes it dees so no longer in plain 
street dress, but arrayed in tke robes and 
full bottomed wig ot bit office.—New 
York Tribune.

• JSEEF THB. PLEDGE TO CUBA 


The United States must keep her 


pledge to Cuba, strive to the utmost to 
keep it or stand judged of deepest hy- 
pocricy before all 
the world. 
The 


pledge must be kept if it is at all pos- 
eible in reason and diplomacy. Ev*ery 
point must be strained to that end, 
every condition must be moulded to- 
wards it with all the art and pfower of 
this government. 
Nothing- must be 


left undone to keep that pledge. The 
attempt to keep it must not be aban- 
doned until all the nations have said it 
Is impossible. 


That pledge to Cuba, not what we 


Jjjay do in the Philippines', is the thing 
fr*m which history will construe the 
genuineness of our sincerity in making 
war on crumbling Spain. It was only 
by an ideal construction of the usagea 
of nations thst we were able to wage 
that war. We shall only be vindicate! 
by the ideal appearing in our final set- 
tlements of the legacies 'of the con- 
flict. We were stiff but just with Sirain 
in the making of the treaty of Paris. 
We have been firm but just in the 
Philippines. We must above all things 
•exhibit tact, show broad charity and 
do tempered justice in Cuba, We must 
not leap down from the ideality in our 
declaration of war upon Spain to the 
customary 
rigid conventionalities bf 


International diplomatic 
contests in 


this matter of Cuba. If we do we shall 
reap- far more than we shall sow. Cuba 
must be free if we can free her with- 
tmt becoming the laughing stock of the 
governments of the earth. And better 
a little laugh .it us for being sincere 
than a large expressive ehrug over 
proved insincerity. 
• It is true that so far Cuba has shown 
little gratitude and very little wisdom 
Since the day Cervera's fleet was des- 
troyed she hasbeen/haughtilydeflantand 
has locked upon the United fatates as a 
ruthless invader instead of a deliver- 
ing friend, and without cause. Some of 
her public men have abused the United 
$tatea worse than ever a southerner 
did the north, and she is now framing 
a. constitution in which she exhibits a 
disposition to ignore the United States 
Qnd disregard all that the United 
States has done for her. This may not 
lie considered miraculous since the 
name "of Gomez, the sucessor in patriot 
i»m of Maeeo, is spoken of with less 
than scant courtesy and when the gal- 
lant old soldier is described by a large 
body of Cubans, half of their consti- 
tutional convention at least, as being 
by nature a revolutionist, unsafe and 
unfit to be a leader in a constructive 
government under the reign of peace. 
All this is true, and true in a degree 
Of passion and bitterness far beyond 
tlie moderation in our relating of it.

No response has come from the Cu- 


ban constitutional convention, directly 
or indirectly, to the broad hints thrown 
'out by the administration that 
the 


constitution must i-ecas'nize the right 
of the United States to" intervene in 
Cuba's foreign affairs. 


Prominent residents of Cuba who as- 


companied the Cuban commercial com- 
mittee to this city have informed sen- 
ators that they do not expect the con- 
vention to make their constitution sat- 
isfactory to the United States. The 
president does not regard the matter 
as clearing up, and he Is still seriously 
calling the attention of members 'of 
congress to the necessity for an extra 
session. 


An important matter bearing- upon 


the right pf the United States to insist 
upon this recognition of guardianship 
from Cuba was pointed out -today. It 
has been asserted that congress, in the 
resolution, approved on April 21, 189S, 
precluded the possibility 'of interfering 
with or hampering the sovereignty of 
tho Republic of Cuba, It is held that 
this resolution is superseded by the 
treaty of Paris, in which the United 
States bound itself to do this 
very 


thing. 


In article 1 of the treaty occurs this 


language; 


And as the island (Cuba) is, upon 


its evacuation by Spain, to be occu- 
pied by the United States, 
the 


United States will, so long as oc- 
cupation shall last, assume and 
discharge the obligations that may 
under international law result from 
the fact of its occupation, for the 
protection of life and property. 
Article 1C of the treaty says: 


It is understood thai any 'obliga- 


tions assumed in ihis treaty by the 
United States -with respect to Cuba 
are limited to the time of its oc- 
cupancy thereof, but it will, upon 
the termination of such occupancy, 
advise any government established 
in the island to assume the same 
obligation. 
It is pointed out that the term "-ad- 


vise" used in. this section means much 
more than that the 
United States 


should notify the government of Cuba 
that it ought to assume these obliga- 
tions. It is said it will be held in in? 
ternational law to mean that the 
United States is bound to see that these 
obligations are carried out iu the 
future. 


These articles In the treaty consti- 


tute one o'f the chief reasons for anx- 
iety on thepart of the president. It Is 
held that the treaty of Paris binds the 
United States to ign'ore the resolui'on 
of 1898. Treaties take precedence of 
acts of congress made previous to the 
negotiation of the treaties. 


Senator Teller, author of the resolu- 


tion which pledged this country n*t to 
seiae Cuba or hold it as territory of the 
United States, hol,ds that this govern- 
ment has no right to interfere with tbe 
Cubans in their construction of a con- 
stitution. He holds that the congres- 
sional pledge must be kept in the strict 
letter, and that it is none of the busi- 
ness of this government what peculiar 
features are inserted in the Cuban 
constitution, so long as it creates a 
rejiublican form of government. 


Senator Teller does not doubt, how- 


ever, that after the constitution has 
been adopted and the government has 
been inaugurated, Cuba will negotiate 
treaties with the United States that 
will give 
this 
government certain 


privileges not enjoyed by other nations 


"While the president and members of 


congress are puzzling over the terms 
in which future relations of Cuba shall 
bf> stated, the navy department is pre- 
paring plans for coaling station privi- 
leges that will be requested of the new 
government. 


Rear Admiral H. B. Bradford, chief 


of the bureau of equipment, believes 
the United States should have four, 
and possibly five, depots in Cuba. Two 
of these stations should be located on 
the north shore, at Havana and N5p 
Bay, and two on the s'outh shore, at 
Cienfuegos and Guantanamo. 


Establishment of naval stations at 


these points, it is declared, will not 
only assist in American domination 
and protection of Cuba, but place the 
United States in a position to control 
the entrances into the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Atlantic from the Caribbean 
Sea.' The navy's interest lies especially 
in the fact that its control means thi 
protection ^-t only of American Weot 
Ir.dies possessions and the Gulf coast 
of the United States, but of the Ni- 
caragua canal. 


The Cubans woulJ probably ofjjoet to 


thi United States establishing a naval 
station in Havana, but naval officers 
say their consent is unnecessary; that 
<ttM|government should retain whjt it 
now has in order to insure the main- 
tenance of a stable government for the 
island.

He 
has this winter begun on the records 
of the church in Peru, which was or- 
ganized 130 years ago and is putting 
them also into the same shsr>e as the 
records of the church in. Hinsdale.

to thp other, aud old timers freely lire- 
diet that Kansas is to be swept by a 
cyclone of temperance that will make 
the famous St. John movement of a 
few years ago seem as Innocent ns a 
summer zephyr. 


On one side are the elementary human 


thirst that refuses to be quenched by 
legislation or slaked by statutes nud 
the Kansas prohibition law, openly sell- 
ing itself in the market place. On the 
other is a vast body of women who see 
nothing but death and destruction in 
the wineglass and who are ready to 
fight like tigresses to protect their chil- 
dren from it. 


Already, it is claimed, several hun- 


dred women in Topeka alone have en- 
rolled themselves in a sisterhood that 
has for its object the abolition of this 
speak easy saloon—peaceably, if it can 
be done; forcibly, if it must. Dominat- 
ing the same Is a fat elderly, motherly 
woman, Mrs. Carrie Nation, the joint 
smasher, a modern Joan of Arc, who 
hears voices and sees visions and be- 
lieves, like the maid of France, that 
Bhe is led by the hand of God. 


Mrs. Nation, so far as appearances 


go, is the last person on earth you 
•would think the leader of a great cru- 
sade. There is nothing of the strained 
intensity of the fanatic about her. There 
Is none cf the somber gleam in her eyes 
of one who has brooded on wrongs un- 
til the mind has become unhinged. 


She is sane, wholesome, healthy, with 


a jolly face that heaps into good natur- 
ed wrinkles when she laughs and lose 
themselves in a comfortable double 
chin. 


With clear, bright hazel eyes, a 


straight mouth, abundant dark bail 
slightly streaked with gray, and wear- 
ing a plain, black cashmere dress, rather 
worn and shabby and badly made by a 
country dressmaker, a white linen tie 
with embroidered ends about her throat 
and a black bag such as any old lady 
might use—such is Mrs. Nation. She 
talks with a soft southern drawl and is 
altogether the mildest.'^unnered wom- 
an that ever started on the warpath. 


Today had been rather an off one In 


her strenuous life, but she appeared in 
court to answer the charge of "joint 
smashing" and gave Chief of Police 
Btahl a dig by saying she would not 
have to be there answering such a 
charge if he bad any backbone.

Ofl the 633 
meters found too fast the average er- 
ror was .74 jjer oent. Of the 77 too slow, 
the average »rror was 10.75 per cent. 


It will be seen by this that the gas in 


this city has a. lower candle oower than 
the gas of other places. Col. Richard- 
son said this morniing that the high 
candle power gas was all water gas, 
while the gas here is coal gas. The lat- 
ter gives more iK-at and while it has a 
smaller candle power, gives a smoother 
diffusion that makes it as valuable for 
lighting purposes.

Perhaps the most distinctive single 


characteristic of our times is the great 
rapid and easy accumulation of wealth 
in individual hands. It is in some re- 
spects a public benefit. It is in some re- 
spects a public danger. 


But I agree that the effect of these 


vast fortunes is bad in the substitution 
of luxury and extravagance In place of 
the plain livin-j that cluu acterized our 
frugal republican fathers. A greater 
clanger s'till which 1 think we shall find 
meant; to deal w.th, is the corrupt use 
of money to carry elections cr to get 
high office or influence legislation. Of 
:his we- have iuij some im>&t diiwract— 
t'ul recent examples. One remedy must 
be found in a>,i aroused and ind'^nant 
public oDiniuit. The millionaire who 
would corrupt n great state to get a 
great office must be made to feel that 
iiis success will bring with it neither 
joy nor honor. Ltt public contempt and 
scorn blast him. Let him be avoided as 
one -with a leprosy. Let him be an out- 
cast from the companionship of free- 
men. 


"Give him a cloak to hide him in, 
And leave him aloiite with his shame 


and sin.1' 


Let us not discourage the healthy 


discontent of labor, still less the im- 
patience of poverty with its lot. It is 
from these that great improvements 
in social conditions axe born. This dis- 
content, when it flows in healthy chan- 
nels, begets invention, begets energy, 
begets improvement in legislation, and 
keeps the state from stagnation and 
corruption. 


There is doubtless some dark c'olors 


in our picture. We cannot look with- 
out deepest concern upon the terri- 
ble increase 
of crime, an increase 


which seems to be more rapid as the 
years go by. In 1820, Mr. Webster at 
Plymouth, dwelt with pride upon the 
fact that all New England 
slept at 


night in safety with unlocked do'ors. 
Fifty years ago- it was a maxim ac- 
cepted everywhere that the crime of 
murder was impossible of concealment; 
that if other means failed, the mur- 
derer himself 
could 
n'ot 
bear 
the 


weight of his guilty secret. But today 
crimes against human life and against 
female chastity are committed with im- 
punity by men of the purest Puritan 
blood in rural communities, and they 
go undetected and unpunished. When 
a murder wa» committed in Dedham 
nearly a hundred years ago, the orator 
and statesman, Fisher Ames, said. 
"Let no man sleep in Dedham tonight." 
If a murder should be committed, I 
will not say in Dedham, but in Wor- 
cester, tomorrow, the neighbors on tiie 
next street would scarcely hear or 
scarcely heed the news. 


There is a great unsolved problem 


which still lowers over us like a dark 
cloud. We have, on the whole, met 
with admirable success in dealing with 
men of the white race of foreign birth 
and of other religious faith than that 
of the Puritans-.. 


But we can tell no such story of our 


dealings witk-the Indiana or the negro 
or the oriental. 


I believe the solution of thi's difficulty 


is to b« found in the golden rule and in 


i the great declaration which is but the 


application of the golden' rule to the 
conduct of states. I am no prophet, nor 
sonl ofl a prophet, except 
as all 
our 


fathers were prophets. But I think 1 
know the temper of the American neo- 
ple and 1 know that I know the temper 
of the people of Massachusetts. I have 
an abiding ani absolute conviction that 
with knowledge of the truth and thei 
letting on of the light, persistance in) a 
wrong to a people or race is wholly im- 
pssible to our just and generous coun- 
trymen.

"You

tel lobby," said an old lobby lounger the 
other day as he sat down in a chair in 
»ne of the big hotels. 


"Did you ever sit and watch the people 


fans'! It's an interesting study in human 
character and the result of human expe- 
rience.

the lobby where the lounger sat. They 
wore high white collars. They walked 
hard and laughed loud. 
One of them 


stopped at the cigar stand to light a cijja- | 
rette and called to his comrade to wait. | 
Tben they deliberately walked directly 
toward the bar. They did not try to con- 
ceal the fact that they were going toward 
the hotel's barroom. They did it openly. | 
They even advertised it. Probably they 
were going to get a very wicked drink. 


"Do you know," mused the lounser, 


"that there is a certain atmosphere that j 
can be found only in first class hotels? j 
It la an atmosphere of what might be 
called sporty gentility. It makes men 
feel ill it case unless their clothes are 
pond. To enter the lobby of a fashion- 
nble hotel causes some men to talk in 
words and on subjects that are unusual 
to thptn—to put on airs, as it were. Men 
nsver hesitate to say: 
" 'I vras in the -—• hotel, you know, 


vrhcn I met So-and-so, and he told me,' 
etc. 


"Those two young gentlemen that you 


just saw enter the bar feel all this. They 
feel that they would acquire a certain 
position in the social scale by appearing 
to be at home in this lobby. But their 
noisy manner makes it apparent that they 
wish to advertise their presence, and thus 
they destroy the impression which they 
try to create. 


"To cross a hotel lobby is something of 


an event to a maa who isa't used to it," 
continued the lounger, "and that is why 
personal characteristics stick out all the 
stronger when he does. Now, the gentle- 
man who is proud of his looks is sure to 
give a free exhibition of himself as be 
walks across the smooth floor. He will 
square his shoulders and hold out his 
chest and throw back his haughty head 
and strut like a proud, plumed thing-. 
You can almost imagine that you see hot 
flames bursting from his nostrils. 
He 


glances from right to left to be certain 
that he is being closely observed. 
He 


acknowledges the smile of the cigar girl 


hat and bows grandly to the telegraph 
girl, and when he has reached the coun- 
ter where thf clerk stands there is a feel- 
Ing in the lobby not unlike that in the 
street after the circus parade has passed. 
It is a feeling that all is over. 


"Not so with the timid, modest gentle- 


man. 
He will walk hurriedly, as though 


glad to have the ordeal past. He does not 
dare to look about him, but he will prob- 
ably rub his nose or stroke his chin as a 
sby man does who walks down a long 
church aisle. He is ashamed to be mak- 
ing himself so prominent. If you speak 
to this man afterward, yon will find that 
his voice is mild and his manner telf de- 
preciative. 


"After all," continued the "chair board- 


er," "the most interesting sight is that of 
a man whose feet are at home on grass 
or plowed ground making a voyage over 
the marble floor of the hotel lobby. Such 
a one is impressed with the awfulness of 
the thing. He is panic stricken to begin 
with, and, then, the stone is so solid that 
it gives a shock to each foot as he puts 
it down, so that he lifts it high with each 
step, like a chicken walking in the wet 
grass, and, then, there is the constant 
peril ef slipping. Tbe distance across the 
lobby seems miles. I have seen a man 
take it by easy stages—walk first to a 
chair and sneak into it, and then rise 
gingerly and grit his teeth and start out 
again full of grim determination. Such 
a man is sure to be noticed. Just because 
he longs to be unobserved unkind fate 
fastens every feme's eyes on him. 


"There is cue type, however," mused 


the lounger, "that no one notices. He is 
the man who lives in hotels. He walks 
across the lobby tvith as much unconcern 
as ho would into his own house. In fact, 
I believe that men who have been guests 
year after vear at the same hotel grow to 
assume a sort of ownership. 


"There is another set of individuals 


whose habits and character are unmis- 
takable when they appear in the hotels. 
I belong to this class myself. They call 
us 'chair warmers,' 'lobby loungers' and 
other things. In the summer time we fill 
the row of chairs on the sidewalk in front 
or sit with our chairs in the street in 
front and our feat on the edge of the side- 
walk. We are always on the shady side 
of the building and in the path of a 
breeze, if possible. In the winter time 
we are in the lobby, where it's warm. 
You can tell us by one certain sign. We 
are always sitting. 


"And 
the panorama of the lobby goes 


on—men who strut fiercely and show that 
they are petty and vain; men who shy 
and hurry and show that they are timid 
and nervous; men who walk anxiously 
and uneasily, showing that they are new 
and green; men without concern or 
thought of themselves, showing that they 
have had experience in such affairs and 
have business aLead; men who have a 
hunted look, as though they hadn't paid 
tbeir laundry bill; young meu. who want 
to be as 'blooded' as the older men; idle 
men with nothing else to do; bold men, 
timid men, busy men, vain men, modest 
men, prosperous men and ne'er do wells— 
It's a picture that is before me daily as I 
pif fiorr-j aji Jnt<vo«tin«r piotnrp thnt I 
study and ;r"isp upnu." — Kansas City 
Star.

WMhlnrtea to Any Exposition. 
Letters of Statesmen Will Be 
Shews-Models of Warships. 
There will shortly go out from Wash- 


ington the largest and moat complete 
collection of government exhibits ever 
yet exported from that city to an ex- 
position, Bays the Washington Post 
Several hundred freight cars will won 
be crawling up the route to Buffalo 
stocked full with the exhibits from the- 
Smithsonian, Natteanl museum, flab 
commission, department ef labor, tbe 
bureau of American republics and the 
various executive departments of the 
city. 
As an appropriation of half a 


million dollars has been made by the 
government for the buildings to con- 
tain the government exhibits, as well 
as for the exhibits Uiesaselres, the 
display will be of BO ordinary standard. 


The collection from the Smithsonian 


Trill be very large and of great interest, • 
as it will demonstrate the scientific 
progress of the country and the results 
of its recent explorations, accompanied 
by portraits and models of various 
kiads. The groups under the depart- ! 
meat of anthropology in the museum 
•will be of particular value, both from ' 
scientific 
and 
artistic standpoints, i 


Some already completed are groups of ; 
the Patagonians, the Eskimos and the ' 
Sioux, done by skilled artists and sci- ; 
entists. The sculptor Ellieott has had i 
several of them in hand, and they pre- 
sent tbe mpst interesting and lifelike 
study of character, manners, customs 
and dress of tbe various peoples they 
portray. The natnral history display, 
also under the National museum, will 
be excellent, while ail objects illustra- 
tive of the natural resources of the 
country and their utilization not cov- 
ered by other departments or exhibit- 
ors will be exhibited. 


Tbe living exhibit of the Six Nations, 


now in preparation by the'bureau of 
ethnology, will be especially unique. 
Representatives of all the tribes now 
In the country will be brought to the 
exposition. The historic old council 
house of the Iroquois will be reproduc- 


;ed in bark by the Indians, who have 
'gathered and prepared the material 
(themselves. At the exposition they 
iwill follow the customs of their early 
ancestors in making weapons, tools, 
>utensils, dolls and knickknacks. Corn 
will be ground in stone mortars 300 
years old, and bread will be made in 
the crude way known to the Six Na- 
tions as they learned it in time imme- 
morial. Fe? the time being the Indians 
will discard what civilization has 
brought them and live in the wigwams 
as their ancestors lived, ready for tha 
battle or the chase. Interpreters will 
be provided so that the public may 
talk with the Indians who do not un- 
derstand English. Their various festi- 
vals will be celebrated, with the cus- 
tomary dances and weird ceremonials. 


"Under the department of agricultura 


there will be a museum of cereals, to- 
bacco, animal and vegetable fibers il- 
lustrative of distribution, tbe effect of 
transplantation, of changes of soil, cli- 
mate and altitude" and showing depart- 
mental methods of study and treat- 
ment. All exhibits of interest and con- 
cern to those engaged in agriculture, 
horticulture and live stock industries 
will be gathered and arranged by tho 
following bureaus: The bureau of ani- 
mal industry, weather bureau, division 
of entomology, division of ornithology 
and mammalogy, botanical and horti- 
cultural divisions, divisions of forestry, 
chemistry, statistic and experimental 
stations. 


The state department will illustrate 


the workings of the diplomatic bureau, 
consular bureau, bureau of statistics, 
bureau of accounts and a number of 
the other divisions of the department 
An exhibit of historical archives and 
letters of great men will also bo made 
under the auspices of tbe state depart- 
ment 


Among the exhibits collected by the 


treasury is one of a lighthouse in full 
operation, with models of lighthouses, 
showing styles of construction; a coin 
stamp in operation, showing tbe coin- 
ing of money at the rate of 90,000 coins 
per hour; a complete collection of the 
coins of all nations and a set of medals 
struck by tLe mint in Philadelphia; & 
model of a quarantine station, illus- 
trating the care of the government in 
preventing the introduction and spread 
of contagions diseases; models of ma- 
rine hospital operating rooms, with X 
ray apparatus, and a model of a vessel 
especially constructed for deep sea 
sounding, showing the sounding lines 
and apparatus used in measuring the 
depth of the water. The department 
will also construct a life saving station 
upon the shore of Lake Erie, showing 
all modern devices, Including a lifeboat 
and a surfboat with captain and crew 
of ten men, who will give exhibitions 
daily, illustrating the actual operations 
of all the devices for saving life along 
our coasts.

A complete set of 
army hospital medical supplies, surgi- 
cal Instruments and apparatus, models, 
photographs and plans or military hos- 
pitals will be sent. The signal corps 
will supply eifaiblts snowing the con- 
etnicuon of telegraph and telephone 
lines, war balloons and Armored trains. 


All of the portraits of the attorney 


generals from 1789 to the present time 
will be sent ofc by the department of 
Justice, together with photographs of 
other famous lawyers and judges, Doc-

partmental publications and a number* 
ef oW lawbeoks will also be sent One 
special feature of interest under this 
department will be the photos and 
views of state prisons and prisoners 
and the models of employment and dis- 
cipline of prisoners. 


Tht pwtofflco department will have a 


larger, space at this exposition than it 
has ever occupied at any previous ex- 
position in this country, 5,000 square 
feet. Models of all the various meth- 
ods ot nail transportation employed In 
this country and our newly acquired 
territories will be ^exhibited, and these 
will take up the main part of the exhib- 
it.

Discussed Similar Change With 


Rev. 
F. E. Clark, Founder 


o? the Society 


Mention was made some dayjB ago of 


the agitation in the Christian Endeavor 
society of the South 
Congregational 


church of PittsftVJd over the pledge and 
the form of organizaton. The matter 
has interested every member ofl the 
local Christian Endeavor society, aa 
well as members throughout the court- 
try. Some have thought that it was the 
beginning of a movement that would 
result in the Lreaking up into individ- 
ual organizations the Christian En- 
deavor societies of the country, whic'i 
are now unita-i by the mutual borJd of 
the-pledge, while others believe it to be 
simply a difference of opinion in the 
Pittsfield sociutv. 


It is more than the latter, however, 


for others throughout the country who 
are interested in the society have for 
some time been wondering if the pledge 
was not too limiting arJJ if a broader 
form of organisation wouldnotbebetter 
The pledge of the society is its distinct- 
ive feature. On becoming a member, 
one is pledged to attend all meetings 
of the society, unless prevented by 
some reason which can be conscientious 
ly given, to take part in every meeting 
and to try in every way to lead a, Christ 
ian life. There has also been widelv 
adopted a later form of pledge, which 
when it came into use some years a«-o 
was known as the "iron clad" pledge, 
as it was event stricter than the first 
form adopted, hedging the members in 
addition to supporting the society to 
support by attendance on its meetings 
the church of which the society was a 
part. 
The oppositionl to the pledge in Pitts- 


field is led by the pator. Rev. I. C. 
Smart, who ;»• well known here. The 
pastor propose-* that the society give 


1 up its present frrm and organize a sep- 
| arate society. A meeting will be held 


Friday night for the purpose of decid- 
ing the matter, and the following let- 
ter has been sen*' to the members: 


The Standing committee recommends 


that the church fhould take the follow- 
ing actionl: "The South Congregational 
church in Pittsfield hereby asks the 
Young People's society ofl the church to 
give up its piesent constitution and 
adopt a form of association suggested 


' by the minister of the church. The Dur- 


pose of the new organization is de- 
clared to be to associate the young 
people of the church for the ends of 
Christian) character and serivce and 
friendliness. All young people may be- 
long to the society who are willing to 
do what tlwv can to promote its 
aims. The minister and the deacons are 
to be ex-officio members of the society 
and of its executive committee and 
no changes ars to be made in the form 
of association fin'ally adopted without 
the consent of the Standing Committee 
of the church." 
The matter has not been brought UD 


in the local Christian Endeavor society 
although since the question was raised 
in Pittsfield it has been generally dis- 
cussed by the members. Rev. "W. L. 
TerJney who is a personal friend of Rev. 
Francis' E. Claik, founder of the so- 
ciety and called "Father 
Endeavor 


Clark," 
has talked with the latter 


about the question of broadening the 
Ibrm of government and the pledge in 
about the same liifes as now being dis- 
cussed by the THtsfi^-1 society, excejrt 
that the societies should retain their 
positiorJ in the national organization. 
This could be dene by provision by the 
national body, allowing greater free- 
dom of method by the individual so- 
cieties, without apparently hindering 
the value of tin work accomplished in 
the churches. Dr. Clark however, is not 
convinced that anything is wrond about 
the r>led°re. 


It js reported to be possible thai Rev. 


Dr. Clark will visit Pittsfield this week 
to consult with "Rev. Mr. Smart in re- 
gard to the matter, and in any case the 
outcome of the matter will be watched 
with the greatest of interest by en- 
deavorers throughout the country, as 
well as by the members of the youns 
people's societies of other churches, 
since most of them were patterned 
after the Christian Endeavor society, 
the latter being now confined largely to 
the Congregational church.

FirCHBURG DIVISION 
CRIPPLED 


A $50,000 Fin Dastroys Six Engines 


at Mechaiiicvllif 


The equipment service of the western 


division ot the Fitchburg division of 
the Boston and Maine road was crio- 
pld yesterday by fire in Mechanicville 
which destroyed the railroad shops, 
causing a money loss of about $50,000. 
The loss is covered by insurance, and 
railroad officials are expected at the 
scene today to decide on plans for re- 
building the burned structures. 


The fire started in the air-brake de- 


partment and was caused by explosion. 
This, together with the locomotive 
shopa, in which were six engines, was 
consumed. The machines were damac- 
ed to an extent of $15,000. The caraen- 
ter shop and an immense quantity of 
lumber were also destroyed. Three 
freight cars were also part of the ruinls. 


One hundred men are thrown out of 


employment, but will be transferred to 
other shops of the company. 


The shop office, containing many val- 


uable records, was saved, as well as 
the oil house and store room. 


One of the engines destroyed, the ob- 


servation ensinf; used by the superin- 
tendent and officers of the road, was 
nearly ready ior duty, and was to be 
used this week by Trainmaster Hods- 
kins for a tour of the Pitchburer divi- 
sion. The obser\ ation engine cost $5000. 
The five other engines which were de- 
stroyed cost 813,000 each. It is believed 
that they can be repaired at a cost 
ntot exceeding1 $2000 each. 


The engines destroyed were Nos. 900, 


1.0S2, 1.024, 1,01S, 1,125 and 991. The fire 
will seriously cripple the company, as 
the rush of feisht business for several 
months past has taxed its resources. 
Lack of motive power has been the 
difficulty;. Ten engines are now being 
constructed flor the company and ten 
rj2\v ones were received last week. No 
1,150, a new engine, just out of the 
Scheneciaday Ineomtive works,, was 
placed on duty in the yards yesterdav 
morning.

Legislatures on the Matter. 


History of Peculiar Case 


The state legislature, of Naw York 


will shortly pass on the bill submitted 
last year to establish the boundary 
line between Massachusetts and New 
York. When that state has acted on 
the matter this commonwealth will 
take it up. In other words, the ratifica- 
tion of the New York-Massachusetts 
boundary line, agreed upon by the 
commissioners and officers represent- | 
ing both sides, is still pending. 
j 


Tht most interesting feature of the 


boundary is the location of the north- 
west corner of Massachusetts, where 
this state fraternizes for a point with 
• 


Vermont and New York. 


On what was supposed for some 


years to be New York soil there stands 
today a granite monument 14x14 inches ' 
4 feet high and 4% feet in the ground, i 
This marks the northwest corner of 
Massachusetts. It is really in Peters- 
burg, N. Y. For many years the cor- 
ner bound stood at a point about 58 
feet east in Williamstown. 


On the face of it, therefore, it would 


appear at first glance that Masachu- 
setts had guined that territory. That 
the northwest corner of the state is 
just where the bound or monument 
now stands, however, is agreed to by 
the- representatives of New York and 
Vermont. Already the bound has been 
ratified by the legislature of the latter 
state in adopting the line r.un between 
Massachusetts and Vermont, 


Of course, this definition and loca- 


tion 'of the northwest corner stone has 
not been free from criticism. It in- 
solves the story of our western bound- 
ary, which has always been, replete 
with interest. In 1830 Borden made the 
triarfeular survey, of Massachusetts. 
He placed a granite bound in Williams 
town to mark the northwest corner. 


The New York and Massachusetts 


commissioners, acting1 under legisla- 
tive authority two years ago, ran out 
a line coinciding1 to a remarkable de- 
gree with the original state line run 
in 1787. This line terminated about 58 
feet west of the Borden bound. 


Hence the joint commissioners re- 


moved that bound and erected a mon- 
ument on the spat deemed correct. 
This, they held, had always been the 
northwest' corner, so no question was 
involved c-f New York ceding any ter- 
ritory. 


The history of the western boundary 


as stated before, is interesting. Un- 
successful attempts to have the boun- 
dary run between Massachusetts and 
New York were made in 1719, 1754. 
1767, 
1773 and 1783. In some instances 


harmony reigned for the first few 
miles, but disagreements and disputes 
ended the undertaking each time. In 
1785, 
however, the legislatures of the 


two states got down to business and 
appointed commissioners. They were 
men of high ability, laey established 
transit posts, or stations, and marked 
the line on the summits of the hill 
crossed, ending their survey "at a red 
or black oak tree at or near the 
northerly boundary line of Massachu- 
setts." 


The tree figures conspicuously in the 


story of the northwest corner. These 
commissioners made their report in 
1787. A copy of it and the plan is on 
file in the office of Secretary Olin at 
the state house. 


This line of i"87 was changed only in 


1S53, 
when th-5 southwesterly corner 


of Massachusetts, "Boston corner," was 
ceded to New York. It contained about 
1010 acres. The ceding was made to 
secure police piotectioiJ for the district, 
which- was, history says, "the scene ofl 
much lawlessness." 


As the years went on the old line 


marks gradually disappeared. 
New 


York York took the initiative to estab- 
lish the line anew and care for the 
bounds and marks. The governor of 
Massachusetts was asked to co-operate 
in 1897. The request led to the .ass- 
ing of the reso've in that year orovid- 
irig for locating, defining and marking 
the boundary line, and authorizing our 
topographical survey commissioners to 
act with the New York agents. Work 
was immediately begun, and the survey 
was finished in the season of 1838. 


Points supposed to be nearly on the 


line of 1787 could riot be identified, and 
it was therefoi-3 determined to adoct 
for preliminary survey a base line 
which would represent as nearly as pos 
sible ail average ofl the old stone piles 
and other mai'ks already found. 


In reporting to the legislature last 


year the Massachusetts commission 
says that this base line was measured 
and a rough profile taken. The coinlts 
on the summits carefully established 
in line with each other, were then con- 
nected with stations ill the state prim- 
ary system of iriangulation and their 
geodetic positions computed to check 
brth thf nligT.rnont nr'1 thf mp^siiro- 
ments. 


The line was then adopted by the 


commissioners and representatives of 
bcth states. 


It showed that the bound at the 


northwest corner of the state was 58 
feet too far fact. 
In 1S96 the Fi>ecial 


Massachusetts and Vermont commis- 
sioners had put the bound where Bcr- 
denl had left i1. 
The Vermont com- 


missioners weio informed of the vari- 
ance. They agreed to the removal of 
the bound to ihe correct enot and the 
Vermont legislature last mil ratified 
the bourjd in its new position as mark- 
Ing the northwest corner of Massa- 
chusetts. 


New York and Massachusetts will 


shortly ratify the work ofl the commis- 
sioners and the northwest corner will 
have been deflr.itelr marked for all 
time.
